of civil pensions, notwithstanding re­ 
ports to th e contrary', unlike anything 
practiced by the most advanced pri­ 
vate employers, in arranging a plan 
of retirem ent and old ago pensions 
for employee.

to congress today by Secretary Red- 
tleld, in his annual report.

will he used by
